These 
studies will then be compared with 
similar experiments done with the 


one-plane telescope in St. Louis. 


The scientists declared-that the 
forthcoming project is in no way 
a “last stage” study of the origin 
of cosmic rays, But by obtaining 
more “refined” date about. the 
characteristics of cosmic rays, the 
day will not be too distant when 
scientists will be able’ to turn to 
the origin of cosmic rays and— 
thereby—the origin of the cos- 
mos. 

“But all we scientists know so 
far is that the cosmic rays are 


upon the earth with enormous 
speed and energy,” said Dr. 
Schremp. 

As comparisons of cosmic ener- 
gy, Dr. Schremp declared that cos- 
mic rays contain 10,000 times more 
energy than the rays emitted by 
radium. Cosmic rays are equivalent 
in energy to about 100 billion elec- 
tron volts. Some of them have 
such tremendous energy that they 
can pass through hundreds of feet 
of earth before being stopped, he 
said.

We have 
no ulterior subversive purposes, 
nor do we tolerate attempts to di- 
vert our efforts to these or other 
ends foreign to collective bargain- 
ing and the advancement of labor’s 

térests.

THE ROBIN MOOR 


ETWEEN ‘the passage of the 

neutrality act, way back in 

1937, and the sinking of the 
Robin Moor, there has been an in- 
evitable development, 

The neutrality act was a typical 
gesture of a Congress dominated 
by weak men who believed that 
safety lay in powerlessness and 
that democracy is threatened 
whenever it sticks up for its 
rights. 

When the act was passed there 
Was no war, and most members of 
Congress were living in the com- 
fortable illusion that none was 
being planned.

MERICA’S industrial “Battle of. the Marne,” the first round strug- 
Ae: on our economic front, has already been won and won on 

such a staggering scale of — tooling up and initial pro- 
duction that it looks like a miracle. 

Now thousands of plants and millions of workers are swinging into 
the second stage—into the prolonged siege of all-out production for 
national defense and aid to Britain, . This, in reality, constitutes the 
greatest and most ruthless industrial battle the world has ever seen, 
In another year its dimensions will be far more vast and much more 
fiercely intensified than they are today. “But what about the present 


situation and outlook? 
After two weeks’ close-up view 


of our key industries and defense 
plants, this is how things look to 
an American war correspondent, 
recently returned from Europe’s 
combat zones and from those Dan- 
ubian and Balkan countries which 
Hitler calis his “living space.” 

Despite all I have read and heard 
about the rhobilization of American 
industry in the last 12 months, I 
have been amazed at the scope, ra- 
pidity and progress of this “indus- 
trial Marne,” which American capi- 
tal and labor have fought so bril- 
liantly. It is truly an extraordi- 
nary achievement, I believe, with- 
out dramatics or exaggeration of 
any kind, that it may prove to be 
a turning point in the second World 
War. In any case, it lays the foun- 
dation for a fateful turning point 
within the next year. 


Shortages Certain. 


The siege of American competi- 
tion with German-controlled arma- 
ments production is just beginning 
and will be prolonged and severe. 
America’s defense program will 
still be handicapped by recurring 
shortages of machine tools, by cer- 
tain shortages in raw materials, by 
labor disputes and eventually by 
an increasing shortage of man 
power. Admitting all this, and bas- 
ing my judgment on two weeks of 
intensive inquiry, I believe that 
Germany’s industries and other 
Nazi-controlled plants in Europe

CLOSING OF THE GERMAN CONSULATES. 

Even before the outbréak of thé war in Europe, 
the German cofisulates in this cotintry were known 
to be centers of propaganda activity, and to be en- 
gaged in etiterprises that went far beyond the bounds 
of consular privilege. They had been investigated 
by the FBI; the Dies committee and State Depart- 
ment agents. The Government for a long time de- 
layed about taking steps;. but, as the Post-Dispatch 
commented last Nov, 28, “It is Gleat that something 


imiust be dofié to kéep Nazi hétichiiéh ffom riifihing 


wild in this country.” ! 

The great increase of the consulates’ personnél in 
the last two years indicated clearly that they were 
engaged in activities unrelated to trade and travel, 
both reduced to Virtually cero since the War began. 
In San Francisco, the staff was increased from éight 
to 28 members; in New York, trom around 30 to 
more than 100. The St. Louis consulate staff was in- 
creased from three to six. The German Library of 
Information in New York, whieh eifeulated Nazi 
propaganda all over the country, increased ite staff 
from four to 30 in the same period, 

That step has fiow been takef, in the State Depart- 
ment’s order to close all German consulates in the 
United States, and to disband the Nazi information, 
publicity and news agencies. The Government pre- 
viously had declined to take stich drastic action, 
since it was felt this would give the Germatis a cue 
for reprisals against official American representa- 
tives in the Reich, who are a valuable source of in- 
formation. In the present tense. atmosphere at 
Washington, however, there is no inclination to 
temporize after a decision once is made. 

This particular lot of propagandists and trouble- 
makers is going out, and the Nazis lose an impor- 
tant channel for Spreading their poisonous gospel 
among the American people. '

U. S. Will Take Lead. 


It will inevitably come abreast 
and take the lead. No one can visit 
these plants t»day and doubt that 
for a minute. But it will also take 
the lead much sooner than most 
people have dared to hope. The 
five items I have enumerated above 
are reason enough for that. 

When you talk with chief ex- 
ecutives of key firms like United 
Aircraft, Chrysler, Curtiss-Wright, 
or General Motors (to name only a 
few) they do not underestimate the 
problems ahead or their present 
headaches. They are entirely re- 
alistic, but with all that they ‘have 
an aro@sed conviction that “the 
job will be done.” They have been 
put on their mettle and their fight- 
ing instincts have been aroused. 
Some of these industrialists never 
nourished any affection for the 
New Deal, but they love compe- 
tition and they are going to “show 
them”—show Hitler, show Britain, 
show Washington, show the world 
what American industries can do. 
The vast Chrysler tank arsenal, 
built in -an incredibly short time, 
is a typical example of that spirit.

Hitler to worry about, and before 
long he'll have plenty of reason to 
worry. Comments like these re- 
minded me of the testimony of 
officers of the international brigade 
during the Spanish civil war. They 
had volunteers of more than 30 
different nationalities, including 
many Germans as well as French- 


men. / 
Among all these racial groups 
the American volunteers were re- 
nowned for three characteristics. 
They were known as the most in- 
dependent-minded soldiers, the 
“greatest beefers” and, finally, 
more completely at home with ma- 
chines than men of any other na- 
tionality. International brigade of- 
ficers said the Americans not only 
knew how to handle machines, 
they ‘loved to use machines. . 
This same American feeling of 
ease and adaptability with machin- 
ery accounts in large measure for 
the tremendous strides which 
American defense industries have 
made in one year. American indus- 
trial leaders, who are well ac- 
quainted with Europe, will assure 
you that our workmen produce 
better machine tools and are su- 
perior in craftsmanship to the av- 
erage German. One such author- 
ity, in fact, after years in Ger- 
many, told us that the Germans 
have never produced a first-class 
automobile. The best they have 
done, he said, have been copied 
from American models, | 


U. S. Inventions. 


These matters should be borne 
in mind by those who are prone 
to be impressed by Germany’s re- 
markable organizing ability, for 
there is more than organization to 
the setting up and the operation of 
a gigantic industrial machine. The 
conveyor belt and assembly line 
are American inventions, and the 
adaptations hitherto unknown are 
now being made in hundreds of 
American plants as they shift into 
new fields of armament and de- 
fense production. Some of these in- 
novations already promise unprec- 
edented savings in time or in ma- 
terials for the near futuré, 

You cannot see tangible evi- 
dences of this sort of thing with- 
out acquiring a deepened convic- 
tion that American industrial pro- 
duction will unquestionably break 
all world records within the next 
two or three years, and will do this 
regardless of all obstacles to be 
overcome. For myself, I have com- 
pleted thig first-hand survey of

refused to deal with his German 
captors, one’ of his generals said 
on arrival here from South .Amer- 
ica yesterday. 

Gen. Raoul Daufresne de 
la Chevalerie, who escaped from a 
prison: camp in Holland, said the 
King was strictly obeying a Bel- 
gian law which forbids him to rule

CHILD is not a simple entity. 
He is part of all who have 
gone before him, part of life 
in all its complexities, part of 
those who are about him. His 
grandfathers’ traits balance his be-

It is not possible for one to say,

It is this terrible complexity 
that makes the difficulties that 
mothers and teachers face daily. 
The specialist who is called in can- 
not give a solution at the moment 
because he cannot know what 
forces are at work in this child, 


what kind of experiences ‘he. has. | 


with the family and relatives, with 
his playmates and teachers. Every- 
thing that happens, from the 
weather to a fall off the roof; 
everybody whose life touches the 
child’s, from his mother to the 
stranger who passes by and smiles 
on him, influences the child's be- 
havior and has bearing on his 
character, 


It is extremely important that 
those closest to the child — his 
mother, his immediate family, his 
teachers—are well balanced per- 
sonalities with matured outlooks 
and understanding. Impatience, 
temper and dislike warp the mind 
of a child, and when that happens 
all sorts of behavior traits, most 
of them undesirable, appear in his 
conduct, ‘ 

Sulks, rebellion, deafness to di- 
rections, neglect of duties, fire set- 
ting, and bad personal habits of 
different sorts are some of the 
traits that are brought to the sur- 


face by the behavior of adults 
who, themselves, are underdevel- 
‘oped mentally and spiritually. 

Some parents and teachers think 
that they can hide their disgust 
and impatience and dislike from 
the child in their care, but never 
were they more mistaken. The 
feeling, be what it may, seeps 
through in the voice, in the touch 
of the hand, in the glance of the 
eye, even through the stark still- 
ness of repressed anger. The child 
knows, and his knowledge affects 
his behavior. 


The approval. of the adults 


about him is necessary to the 


child’s happiness, mental health 
and physical growth. These are 
tied together in bonds that are 
never to be separated. When a 
child feels himself to be unwanted, 
disliked, a nuisance, he is deadly 
unhappy. His mind is troubled 
and sick, and he ceases to be a 
healthy, well-adjusted child and 
becomes a behavior problem for 
the psychologist and a patient for 
the physician. 


It ig not possible to live in a 
state of bliss on this earth. No- 
body expects that. The best child 
in the world is going to annoy 
somebody sometime, usually daily, 
but if the child feels under the 
disapproval and annoyance the 
abiding affection of his elders, the 
annoyance will pass naturally, 
leaving no trace in either mind. 
If, to hig grief, the child feels 
anger and dislike beneath this 
»passing annoyance, it does not pass 
without trace, but leaves its mark 
to work havoc with the. child's 
growth and character.

T seems strange that with all ~ 


the talk we hear nowadays about 
athlete’s foot and ringworm of 
the skin, that the whole idea that 
these skin eruptions could be 
caused by some form of fungus 
was introduced into the United 
States ag late as 1916, but I find 
from an article by Dr, Oliver 8. 
Ormsby that he says that ring- 
worm of the hands and feet was 
practidally unknown until 1916 
_when he and Mitchell reported a 
group of 65 patients in all of whom 
fungi were demonstrated micro- 
scopically,. Before that, these erup- 
~tions were supposed to be the dis 
turbances of the sweat gland fune-’ 
tions, and sometimes were just 
called eczema. : 


A great deal of work has been 
done since then, and it’ has been 
found that any region of the skin 
(not the foot alone) can be in- 
fected by ringworm. The cause of 
ringworm is a sort of fungus, a 
cob-webby looking plant which in- 
filtrates ths lower layers of the 
skin. It deserves the nick-name 
“athlete’s foot,” because common 
sources of the infection are dressa- 
ing rooMs and shower baths in the 
athletic departments of schools, 
and in athletic and country clubs. 

At the University of California 
at the beginning of the school 
year a group of; 3000 freshmen 
were examined. Fifty-one per cent 
had ringworm of the foot. At the 
end of the first semester 78 per 
cent of them had ringworm of the 
foot, an increase of 27 per cent.

“At the recent 
council meeting of the National 
League of Women Voters it was 
decided that the most important 
thing in the country was the rous- 
ing of public opinion in support 
of increased production, because 
the danger of a disunited country 
is so great it almost threatens our 
democracy. We feel the American 
people have not yet been awakened 
to the seriousness of this emer- 
gency. 

“We don’t believe—as some peo- 
ple do—that we have to go to war 
to achieve national unity. Some 
people think it’s impossible to 
arouse people without the drop- 
ping of bombs. We think verbal 
bombs are more necessary. 

“National unity does not mean 
national agreement. It does mean 
national loyalty to the decision of 
the majority and its lawfully elect- 
ed leaders. This is not a campaign 
to get into war; it is a platform 
on which isolationists, interven- 
tionists, and those of all shades 
of opinion in between, can stand. I 
haven’t met anyone who doesn’t 
think we should be armed and 
prepared.” — ne

prevent this, West would have to 
lead away from his guarded spade 
queen, a procedure that might cost 
a trick. But West, reasoning quite 
logically, reached the conclusion 
that if the lead did cost a trick, 
the loss would surely be redeemed, 
possibly with interest, by stopping 
diamond ruffs. Hence, he boldly 
led a low spade from the queen. 
As it happened, the lead cost him 
nothing, since East had the jack, 
but it gained him a great deal. 

Declarer countered as well as 
possible by winning the spade lead 
and returning a low club toward 
the queen. West could not put up 
his ace without costing himself a 
club trick, hence the queen held 
and declarer discarded a diamond 
on the heart ace. But now, on 
the diamond queen return, West 
won and took out dummy’s re- 
maining trump, so that declarer 
eventually had to surrender six 
tricks in all, one spade, two clubs 
and three diamonds, and ac- 
knowledge defeat. 

Note the vastly different result 
if West, afraid to jeopardize his 
sure trump trick, had made any 
other play after the diamond king 
opening. A diamond continuation 
would have permitted at least 
one diamond ruff in dummy, be- 
sides letting declarer reach the 
heart ace for a discard. A heart 
shift would have had the same 
outcome, in reversed order. A 
club shift would have held the 
defenders to one club trick, pro- 
vided an extra entry (the club 
queen) in dummy, and would have 
permitted both a diamond ruff and 
the cashing of the heart ace. . 

In short, declarer would have 
made his contract with any other 
line of defense.
